Gen. Santa Crux, with a stiot>g 
column-, remained et Arica, and with 
the efficient divisions of Colonels Lanz 
and U'dimeneat from the piovince ot 
Upper Peru, kept the enemy in check 
Col Ibarra, wno has just arrivtd at 


* Bogota from i ruxillo, brings account 
of the President having been obliged, in 
conformity with the resolutions of the 
Congress, to employ force to put down 
the taction of Riva Agüero ; but that on 
his Excellency’s approaching the troops 
destined by Agüero for the invasion of 
Lima, oue of the officers of the latter 
proclaimed their union with the legiti­ 
mate government of Peru, arrested R. 
Agüero and Gen. Herrera, who com­ 
manded their army, and delivered them 
up. 
In consequence of this the 4U00 
men composing this force were united 
to the main body, and an end put to the 
intestine 
discord that threatened the 
destruction of the free portion of Peru* 
The two chiefs before named have hern 
conducted to Guayaquil to be sent to the 
Isthmus, and from thence to Europe.
